Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art-- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

An informal examiner's amendment was made to the application in order to 
correct minor grammatical errors. The changes are indicated below: 

I. In line 1 of the abstract, the second letter "d" in "Disclosded" was deleted 
to correct the spelling of the word and "is" was inserted after newly revised 
"Disclosed" in order to correct the grammar^^^^^^^ 

II. In claim 1 , line 17, "to" was insert^d^etween "due" and "an" to correct the 
grammar. 

III. In claim 5, line 19, "to" was Inserted between "due" and "an" to correct the 
grammar. 

Allowed Claims: 1-8 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. 
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Specifically, with respect to independent claim 1, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of an image module comprising a sensor, substrate, and 
filter as claimed, which specifically further comprises an elastic means for supplying a 
current to a driving coil of a lens blade and supporting the lens blade and a magnet for 
shifting the lens blade up and down due to an electromagnetic force. 

Specifically, with respect to independent claim 5, none of the prior art alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of an image module comprising an image packaging unit 
as claimed, which specifically further comprises an elastic means for supplying a current 
to a driving coil of a lens blade and supporting the lens blade and a magnet for shifting 
the lens blade up and down due to an electromagnetic force.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
